Before the war the Belgian collier- 


ies were operated only by steam, tha 


i same as those in Franc* and! England. 
| Those of Germany, Italy and America 
are operated by electricity. In Bel- 
' gium a colliery used' up 25 per cent of 
its own.coal output in operating its 
machinery i>y steam. In. Germany, a 
colliery _ used only i per ceot of its 
own output in operating by electricity.. 
Therefore,,Germany would easily have 
i>een able to compete with. Belgium, 
had not the cost" of Belgian labor been 
80 lOIW.' 


. Now conditions are changed. Th« 
cost of living has jumped to enormous 
heights and it is safe to say that it 
will never again be so low in Belgium, 
as' It waa. in 1914. Therefore, lau>r 
will also cost jnore and to sore them* 
selves the Belgian coHieries will be 
compelled to electrify. Thus they will 
be la a position to compete profitably 
when, tbe German industries are. back 
on their feet. .The electrical machi&- 
ery trill come almost exclusively from 
America.
